Olio M. Knhn, New York banker, has been talking about tlic 


much mooted "return lo normalcy" and explaining why Uus 
is not so hapkl as could be desired. One reason for Ibis, hci 
asserts, is the disappearance of (he "typical pioneer spirit" 
which formerly characterized American industry. 
He says 


thai money Ihat ought lo be going into business is going into 
jioiids, as is shown by Hie buoyancy of the stock market and 
the unprecedented-a'bsorptiou -of securities. 
This, in Mr. 


Kahn's view, is due lo the.facl that "(lie typically American 
spirit of bold pioneering enterprise is nol at work on its former 
scale,-and dial funds are-flow-ing into speculation and invest- 
ment ralhcr thaii inlo in'duslrial activity." 
Mr. Kahn admits 


that business has'b'eeh getting better recently, but says there is 


-•still a great deal of-"unemployment, discontent, restlessness 
.and maladjustment."

glaring errors in our.!:mtion.system are remedied America 
will be slow in reaching-that degree of prosperity lo which il is 
: entitled by its natural resources, while the Volstead Act he 
pronounces a "breeder of crime." 


Mr. Kahn's familiarity with business and financial affair 


entitles his views lo respecl, and yet there will not be universal 
agreement wilh all of them. There are many who feel that if 
lliere is less "pioneering" in business lhaii formerly there are 
good reasons for il. American business men are nol in the 
habit of doing business for the fun of it, and until conditions 
are more settled Ihey can hardly-be'blamed for proceeding 
with caution. 
Of course they will not permit their money to 


lie idle while wailing for belter openings in industry, and so a 
lot of it is being invested in safe securities. 
To the average 


observer this looks like pretty good business. 
There need be 


no fear of any lack of "pioneering in industry" when the 


^ signs'come right.

So far as Hie pence (reaiies being the cause of luirope s in- 


ability to settle clown, there is room for difference of opinion 
on that'poim. The treaties are of comparatively recent dale, 
'and if.Europe had been very seriously in (he settling-down 
business il would seem that'much should have been accom 
plished before these "faully, wrong-headed and harmful" 
treaties were entered into. On Hie question of taxalion the 
ordinary individual is perhaps nol qualified lo judge correctly 
of whal should or should not he done, and when il comes to 
.'prohibition everybody has his own opinion. 


I3ut hesitancy about going inlo new and big business ven- 


tures al this lime is something not difficult lo undersland. 
There arc big disturbances in Hie labor world, no one yet knows 
jusl whal the tariff is to be, and there arc various other reasons 
why business men are inclined lo go slow unlil the skies are 
clearer. There will be no lack.of capital and no lack of 
initiative when conditions warrant dial "pioneering" which 
Mr. Kahn declares to be lacking. 
. American business men arc prelly hard-headed, as a rule, 
and arc'iiol in the habit of letting good chances go by. if they 
are somewhat conservative just at present "(here's a reason," 
and none need worry aboul their failure lo come forward with 
Uil the old-time snap when such action is warranted by (he 
right conditions and outlook. .
